The Police Taken Off the Cars— 
Strikers Still Meeting at Turner 
Hall—The Situation—Notes. 


The street-car strike seems to be settling itself, 


The men are still holding out, and Turner Hall is 


daily a scene of some little excitement, while ap 
occasional rumor floats to the ears of the police of 
slight disturbances at some points, but all the lines 
in the city are running cars to-day, and allowing 
for the inexperience of the new men, which causes 
longer waits at street corners than in the days be- 
fore the trouble. there ia little in the appearance of 
things to indicate that any strike is going on. There 
was only one act of violence reported yesterday 
and that on the Green Line, which runs from 
Fourth abd Morgan. A driver was beaten by some 
of the malcontents so badly that be had to be sent 
home in an ambulance. It was the first attempt of 
this une to put its cars in operation, and it suc- 
ceeded, Cars were running upto midnight on ev- 
ery road, and some companies sent out their owl 
cars, Wich were not interfered with. The police 
have been taken off neariy all the cars, and from 
all the present i) dications there is no further ap- 
prehen ion feit by either the street car — 12 
or the new employes. Ail tbe lines will . t 
cars runniag on schedule time to-day, and the owl 
cars will operate as u 


— — 
All the Lines Running. 

Every additional day of the strike places the rail- 

road companies on a better working basis than 
they were on the preceding one. The Fourth street 
green line, which was the last to resume travel, is 
in very good shape to-day, nearly twice as many 
cars being turned out to-day as were running yes- 
terday. Sergeang Young, with a squad of twelve men, 
was on band at the stables early this morning. and 
ten cars oft the stables,each in charge of an officer. 
At 12 o'clock two addiuona! oars were sent out. 
This line so far bas run no night cars, out to- t 
the regular complement of cars will be run. 
d ce along the line of the road other than a 
few insulting epithets by women and boys 
at the lower end of the line has 
taken piace, and even these are few and far 
between as patrolling policemen promptly check 
the offenders. On the Fourth street main line 
everything is exactly as it was before the strike. 
All the cars are runu z c, aud'it has been found un- 
necessary to send ams De % i With them. The 
cars ran regularly day. and last night all the 
cars ran until 12 o'clock, when the ow! car was put 
on and ccniinued at schedule intervals throughout 
the aight.On the Fifth stre:t line between thirty-five 
and forty cars are running, sixteen of these having 
started fromthe stables at the south end ths 
worning. Yolice officers are not sent out with 
every car. only every second or third car having an 
officer on board. Sergeant Herold with a squad of 
six men is in charge at thes uth end stable, ready 
to quell auy disturbance which may occur. On 
this line also both the night aud owl Cars ran regu- 
larly last evening. 

On the Union Depot lines both the blue and 
yellow cars have been running regularly and witb- 
out police protection. Ali the carsare in service 
with tue exception Of about eight on the blue line. 
The cais rau regular until 2 o'clock last night, 
but to-night the blue line will endeavor to run its 
owlcar. The situation on the Washington avenue 
blue line is practically the sume, nearly ali the cars 
be ng in use. This road will run its regular owl car 
to-night. 

On the Fifth Street Line the older men are sent 
out as instructors with the new conductors. and it 
looks now as if tne end of the week will find every- 
thing in the usual running order. The Market, 
Olive street and Forest Par« lines are running 
their full complement of cars. Last night regular 
serv.ce was waintained on al these lines unt. mid- 
night, but ow’ cars were run only on Olive street. 
The company promises ow! cars on all the lines to- 


night. 

Bre Lindell Rallway reports that on the main line 
and on the Vaudeveuter extension all the cars are 
out and are making regular trips. On the 
blue line nearly all the cars are out and running 
regularly. On this line no owi cars will be run, 
but there will be service until midnight; on tte 
other lines the regular time table will de observed, 
and was observed ast night 

The Cass Avenue Live bad its full complement of 
cars out his worniug aud, according to the old 
stem, withdrew some of them in the midule of 
the duy, sending them out again in the alternoon, 
Regular trips were made last night without 
trouve. 

The People’s Line had all its cars out and have 
resumed tue night service, No trouble has been 
experienced to-day. The greeo line isaso again 
running. 

@ The Union and Citizens’ Lines bave had no 
trouble aud have all toe.r cars out. 

The Mound City Line nas seveuieen of i ts cars in 
operat on and running regulariy, and th e Jefferson 
Aveuue Line is also guing smoothy. Everything 
8 qu.et on the lines and around the 
stables. 


At Central Turner Hall. 
The strikers at Turner Hall still pre fess to believe 
that they will triumph in time, though it is hard to 
see on what grounds they base this opinion. At 


noon to-day there was a good crowd of men gath- 
ered iu the maia hall, and these, as a rule, remained 
quietiy in their seats, chatting and smoxing. No 
meeting had been helu, aud the main otject seemed 
to be to pass away the time. The executive com- 
mittee room Mas tiurown open, and judging by 
appearances little or no work was olug 
on. In reply to a question one of the 
comimitteemen said that no compromise 
had been effected with any of the lines, a d that 
the men would remain quietly in the hall uniila 
setilement Was effected. in reply to another ques- 
tion, as to how matters were going on the street 
car lines, the committeeman said that they were 
doing badly. The inexperience of tae new men 
was having its effect. The cars failed to make 
time, and the stock was being badly misused. He 
further said that the question of settlement was 
only a mater of a few days more.

The right of each man 
to bargain for himself, to dispose of his own 
labor on the best terms he can get, to do as 
much work as he pleases or as little as his 
necessities require, is just what distinguishes 
free labor from slavery or involutary servi- 
tude, It is a sacred right which wrongs no 
man, conflicte with no other human right and 
infringes no public interest or whole- 
some public policy. It is the last right 
which any workingman should vote to destroy. 
It ia the very corner stone of our free institu- 
tions and our social prosperity. 

‘The largest liberty of individual action con- 
sistent with law and order, is the highest and 
best protection the State can accord to the 
workingman. Let him beware of any pro- 
tection, so called, which infringes his perfect 
freedom uf barter in the labor market or any 
other market. As Henry GEORGE says in a 
recent essay, there is something in the very 
name of protection that ought to make work- 


sented to them under it. It implies a patronage 
more insulting than frankly expressed con- 
tempt could be to men who feel the true 
dignity of labor. The protection of the masses 
has in all times been the pretence of tyranny, 
the plea of monarchy, of aristocracy, of 
special privilege of every kind. There has 
uever been an instance in the history of the 
world.in which protection of the laboring 
masses has not meant their oppression. The 
protection they have received from govern- 
ments has been such as man gives to cattle 
when he protects them that he may use and eat

SUCCESSFULLY ACCOMPLISHED. 


Lieut. Henry T. Allen's Exploration of the 
Tennah and Yukon Rivera, 

Ciao, October 15.—Gen. Nelson A. Miles, who 
is in the city, received a telegram yesterday from 
Leut. Henry T. Allen, of the Second Cavalry stating 
that he had arrived safely at San Francisco after his 
Alaska explorations, baving corapleted a journey 
through the regious of the far North, which, in the 
opinion of Gen. Mi.es. excelled all explorations on 
the American Continent since Lewis and Clark's, 
and the world's record since Livingston. Lieu- 
tenant Allen .feft Sitka last February and 
journeyed to the mouth of the Copper River, 
which he followed until be reached the 
great Alaskan range of mountains. These 
he crossed on snow shoes to the head of the Tennab 
River, in itself a marvelous § accomplisiiment. 
For 700 or 800 miles he followed the Tenaub uatil it 
eutered into the Yukon, the great river of the 
North, to its mouth, a distance of 400 or 500 miles 
more. Upon tie completion of his creat journeys 
Lieutenaut Alien repaired to Fort Micuaeis, op the 
Behriug Sea, an returned on tue steamer Corwin. 
Ihe exp oration of the Tennah and Yuxon Rivers 
bas been the ambition of explorers long before 
Alasea cameiotio the possession of te Unites 
States. but the Russians failed each time it was 
attempted. Since then several explorations by 
American officers have ended iu fai.ure,uatii among 
the army officers on tne Pacific coast tue feat came 
to be conzidered weil nigh impossibie.

A Big Force of Union Laborers Surround a 
Mili at Mevominee, Mich.
